The proposed amendments raise new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search, whereby as amended, independent claims 1 and 5 1 introduce two substantial new 
issues. First, where claims 1 and 51 previously were directed to the immobilizing step taking 
place in the presence of an immobilization buffer comprising a compound selected from a 
Markush set, the instant claims are directed to the immobilizing step taking place in the presence 
of a salt and an alcohol, each of which is selected from Markush sets. As such, the instant 
claims are directed to an essential/critical feature that is materially distinct and patentably 
distinguishable from the claims of record. Second, independent claims 1 and 51 were 
previously directed to the immobilization step taking place in the presence of a chaotropic agent, 
which also encompasses cationic detergents (e.g., chaotropic detergents, such as SDS, Triton X- 
100, Nonident P-40, etc.). In sharp contrast, the instant proposed amendments are directed to the 
immobilization occurring in the absence of a cationic detergent. Therefore, the instant 
amendments to base claims 1 and 51 materially change the claims' metes and bounds. As such 
the new embodiments would require additional consideration and/or search.
